The report of the managers (Captains R. Rowe and J. Barkell) 
stated that since the last half-yearly meeting the main engine-shaft has been 
completed to the 235, and they have recently commenced to drive both north 
and south for a new 235 fm. level; the lode in each end is worth for lead and 
blende about 30. per fathom. The 220 fm. level end has been further advanced 
14\ fms., in a lode producing a little saving work for lead and blende ; but, as 

t, it bas not opened out any ground valuable enough for stopes, neither has 

t drained the 210 fm. level, according to their anticipations, which must be 
owing to the closeness of the lode, Seeing this, flat-rods connected with the 
main-rods of the large wheel were run through the 200 fm. level, for sinking the 
Welsh shaft, independently of the engine-shaft, By theend of the present month, 
or at most early in next, we expect all will be in working order, ready to go on 
with the sinking of the shaft. The 210 fm. level bas been driven north 10 fms., 
all in rich ore ground, varying in value from 801. to 1001. per fathom ; but the 
lode in the end at present is not worth more than about 40l. perfathom. Judg- 
ing, however, from the level above, which is several fathoms in advance, we 
have no doubt it will soon improve to its former value. Since the 210 drained 
the 200 fm, level they have commenced a sump or winze several fathoms in ad- 
vance of the latter level, and in this winze, which is now down 4 fins., the lode 
fa worth 801. per fathom, and there is yet a portion of it standing on the lying 
side, Having holed the rise put up to meet the sump sunk from the 190, this 
level is also well ventilated, and they are now in a position to resume the driv- 
{ng of the end north ; and, besides ventilating the level, the holing of this rise 
has laid open some rich ore ground for stopes. The 190 fathom level bas been 
driven 6 fms., and the end is looking better than it has done for the past half- 
year ; lode at present worth 601, per fathom, The 180 has been driven 7 fms. in 
g ore ground, worth on an average 501, per fathom ; and the lode being 
wider than the level, there is still a portion of it standing on the hanging side. 
The 165 has been driven north 714 fms. ; lode in the end worth 40U. per fathom. 
Another portion of the lode, which has gone to the east or hanging side of the 
level, and which they have been side-shooting, 6 worth 601. per fathom; but 
they have found it necessary to stop the driving of the end, and also the side- 
shooting of the eastern portion of the lode, and commenced a rise to mect a 
ump coming down from the 145 for ventilation. This rise will not only ven- 
tilate the two northernmost levels in the deep mine, but will open out 20 fms. 
in height or good ground for stopes, varying in value from 401, to 801. perfm. 
In the SourH GROUND there has been no improvement since last report. At 
DUMBELL’s the engine-shaft has been completed to the 170. In the110 the cross- 
eut in search of a new or parallel lode is driven east 11% fms., and they have 
intersected a small but strongly mineralised string, which they think emanates 
from something of more importance and value yet abead of them. At AGNEASH 
they are driving the shallow adit level north, on a lode about 6 in. wide; this, 
however, is only one portion, as the main lode is split into several parts in this 
ground, but we expect that those parts will unite again into one under the ra- 
pidiy rising ground of Ballacregga estate. The new reservoir is procecding 
steadily, and the work so far, they believe, will prove to be of undoubted strength 
aad safety. At DUMBELL’S shaft the turbine is fixed, the drawing-macbine well 
advanced, and they expect to have it at work by the end of three weeks. The 
GLEN LEVEL cross cut driving west has not yet intersected anything, but they 
expect the end is now within about 9 fms. of the line of Great Laxey lode. At 
GLENROY the shaft is again under way of sinking, and they are down 2 fms. be- 
low the 50; the lode is 3 fr. wide, and still unproductive. The 50is driven north 
6 fms,, and south 15 fms., but beyond occasional stones of ore nothing has been 
discovee!; there is yet about 10 fms. more to drive northwards to get up under 
the little bunch of ore they had in the level above. The new tramway from the 
Washing-floors to the quay at Laxey is finished, and they are now in a position 
t abip the ores direct from the floors into the vessel. It will be observed that 




















during the past six months no new discoveries have been made, and within that 
time some of their richest stopes have fallen off in value; but, looking at the 
rich lode gone down below the 210, the great length of productive ground which 
is being explored at the various levels about it northwards, and seeing that they 
have still a lode in the bottom of Dambell’s shaft worth 1001. per fathom, they 
look forward to the mine continuing to give large and lasting returns. 


The directors in their report regretted that the produce of the mine 
had not enabled them, during the last half-year, to raise the rate of dividend, 
as was expected, but the amount realised, compared with the heavy expenditure 
of the company, did not justify the declaration of larger dividends, The pro- 
duce of the mine in lead has been unusually large, while the returns of blende 
showed a falling off. Had the metal market resumed the active demand that 
was expected the finances would have been in a much better state, but while 
the prices of theores raised continue to be so low the cost connected with work- 
ing the mine ts continually on theitncrease, The directors were, therefore, very 
thankful to be able to pay the present dividends, the lowest of which has been 
at the rate of 30 per cent. per annum upon the subscribed capital of the com- 
pany. If by the greatest exertion the cost of the minecan be reduced, the share- 
holders may safely look forward to the regular payment of dividends at a fair 
and reasonable rate, To keep down the increased cost for carting and shipping 
the directors have completed a tramway from the floors to the harbour, which 
is confidently expected Lo be a great advantage to the company, and particu- 
larly in saving all loss of ores in carting or shipping. In carrying out this work 
the directors have to acknowledge the cordial assistance accorded to them by 
the Committee of Highways, whose oppusition would have rendered it very diffi- 
cult to carry out this improvement. The new reservoir in Ballacregga Glen ts 
making steady progress, and, when completed, is calculated to be of great value. 
The directors have to regret the death of Mr. William Tuxford, an old and 
tried friend of the company, and a director ever since the formation of this 
company. Mr. Tuxford’s constant supervision of the London office was of great 
value to the company. 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving the reception and adoption of the re- 
port and accounts, referred to the continued publication of untruth- 
ful statements concerning the financial position of the company. 
His remarks will be the better understood when it is remembered 
that some years since a discharged servant of the company declared 
the undertaking to be on the verge of bankruptcy, and that this 
statement has been repeated previous to subsequent meetings, in spite 
of the fact that in the meantime the entire subscribed capital has 
been several times returned to the shareholders in the shape of divi- 
dends, at the rate, taking tho lowest, of 80 percent. per annum, Alluding to 
the original statement, that the company would never pay another dividend 
unless they paid it out of the capital of the company, and that, if the directors 
attempted to pay another dividend the person who made the statement would 
file a bill to prevent their doing so, the Chairman remarked that they not only 
laughed at that most ridiculous threat, but also gave direct evidence of the 
falsehood of his statements by paying dividends regularly out of the profits of 
the mine, The most recent publication on the subject is alleged to be based 
upon the accounts which have been furnished to the shareholders. It professes 
to give the truth about it, but it asserts a falsehood on the face of it, and it is 
issued by a man who thoroughly well knew that be was suppressing the truth. 
He states that the result of the operations of the mine ts that the balance is re- 
duced to something like 1501., and says that, in the face of this fact, the diree- 
tors have the audacity to pay a dividend. He then goes on to say that the 
money required to pay this dividend could easily be borrowed upon the security 
of the plant; and remarks that no doubt any banker in the Isle of Man would 
be glad to advance money on such security. And yet the man who wrote that 
must Lave well known that he was suppressing the truth, and that he was trying 
to blind the minds of the shareholders in orJer to induce a bad ap'rir, and bring 
the directors into odium, and if possible to injure the company tu a great extent. 
And he might as well remark that circulars containing tnese statementa had 
been circulated amongst the sbareho!ders, and many of the latter might ask 
why these circulars were sent to them, and be fed to belleve that all was not 
right. First of all, he would refer to the capital of the company. The writer 
of the libellous article referred to states at the outset of his assertions that the 
capital has been reduced from a very large amount, and that now it amounts 
to only between 30001, and 40001. Gentlemen who bad had the accounts for- 
warded regularly, year by year, well knew how that capital had been expended. 
He remember: d that some persons remarked that it was a pity the capital had 
been reduced, but let them recollect what this capital was intended for, In one 
way it would have been better if this 20,001, had never been raised, for the ob- 
ject for which it was tutended having been defeated, the result was that they 
were saddled with dividends of 25/01. more shares than they otherwise would 
would have been, It was then said, ** Why not give bonuses ?” and the Chatr- 
man had been blamed because that was not done, Some sald, * He wants to 
keep the money in his own bank, so as to have the use of it, and that is the 
reason we do not get bonuses.”’ Now it is said the Chairman wants to give dl- 
vidends, so that the company may borrow money out of his bank. Now, the 
Chairman’s position issimply this—that if the company can find anyone toserve 
them better, to do better, and act more carefully in the management of the mine, 
then the sooner they secured the services of that man the more advantageous It 
would be for themselves. It would both relieve him from very considerable 
anxicty, and would also benefit him in two ways— first, by getting a person to 
manage the mine better they would benefit him as one of the largest share- 
holders in the mine; and, secondly, they would relieve bim from very consider- 
able anxiety and trouble, for which he got no compensation whatever. As one 
of the largest shareholders in the mine, any act ou his part tending to injure 
the shareholders iu the mine must of necessity injure himself, and that he would 
rather benefit than injure himself they might be pretty well assured. Asa di- 
rector he might have been paid long ago, but be refused, for the Isle of Man was 
still one of those old fashioned places where directors worked for nothing. His 
determination was that if they wanted dividends paid ont of capital they must 
get somebody else to do it, for he would never consent toit. With regard to this 
capital, it could easily be accounted for. It had been spent in developing the 
mine—at Glenroy in erecting new works, the new tramway, and towards the 
erection of the new reservoir in course of construction, and he should like to 
know if it had not been weil spent? If they had not had this capital to fall 
back upon they must have left works undone which were absolutely required, 
or, if they were done, their cost would have had to have been deducted out of 
the profits of the mine, and they would have been left without any dividend. 
He thought they had taken the right course in using the capital in this way, 
not for the workiug of the mine, but for the improvement and development of 
the mine, and for the erection of the new works. Then with regard to the 
statements made in the libellous article referred to, that they had nothing to 
pay the dividend with, he would first of all take the accounts as they stand. 
They would perceive the accounts are made up to Aug.4 last. It had to be made 
up to some time, and as well that day as any other. Now, in making up these 
accounts every individual thing that can be called a dubt owing by the com- 
pany is brought in and put down against the company. Thus, there are thou- 
sands of pounds of debts put in which will not be paid for months «fter the 
time the balance-sheet is made up, and yet they are brought in and put against 
the actual receipts of the company up to the time the accounts are made up to, 
Aug. 4. Itis quice right and proper that this should be so, and that the share- 
holders should sce the exact Ilabilities of the company; but still, at the same 
time, it dves not represent the fair working of the capital It is not right 
to put down every penny of debit against the mine without bringing forward 
all that could be put to its credit; and the individual who had libelled the 
mine and the directors in the manner which he complained of must know that 
from Aug. 4 to the time when the dividend is payable, a period of nearly two 
mouths elapses. On this occasion it is two months all but four days, for the 
balance-sheet is made up on Aug. 4, and the dividend is not payable until 
Sept. 30. Now, since Aug. 4 they have sold ore to the value of 87801. He gave 
them these figures from a memorandum which had been drawn up by their 
secretary. They had another 100 tons ready for sale to-morrow, which would 
realise 21101., at the lowest price offered. But they had higher prices offered. 
That would, therefore, at the lowest, make a total of 10,8901., or nearly 11,0002, 
realised since the date to which the balance-sheet was made up. ow, the 
person who wrote this article pretends to know all about mines, much better 
than any of them did, and yet he published this falsehood; for he well knew it 
to bea falschood. Whatendhadhein view? He says it istime for the share- 
holders to see that the directors are not permitted to work the mine to ruina- 
tion. Now, he (the Chairman) happened to be the person whom he sought to 
blacken most by these assertions; for it Is well kuown that they had a great 
deal of unpleasantness in consequence of having to dispense with his services. 
Hence all this wickedness, which is calculated to alarm people, and induce them 
to sell their shares for less than their value; but he would have them think 
that he was actuated in thesteps he was taking simply by the desire to further 
the good of the company, and not, as it really was, by hatred of any individual. 
He would, however, like to adopt a more simple mode of showing them the real 
state of the finavces of the company. He weuld first, however, take the ac- 
count as it stands. He need not vouch for its correctness, it is already vouched 
by a man whom he would answer for—Mr. Haining, their professional auditor, 
Ihe would, bowever, if ho were on the direatory again, have the accounts drawn 
up in a slightly different form, so ag to show the entire transactions of the com- 
pany, 80 as to show the amount of ore sold between the dates of the balance- 
sheet and the payment of the dividend, It would be seen from the balance- 
sheet that they raised and sold during the past half-year ore to the value of 
36,2421. 98. 9d.; an immense amount, Now, the cost and charges, Inclusive of 
all payments and dividends, amount to 32,177/, 10. 10d., showing a clearamount 
of balance of sales over expenditure of 40641, 183. 1ld. ‘* Why does not this ap- 
pear on the face of this account ?’’ He would tell them why. It arises from 
the principle on which the balance-sheet is drawn up, which, while it shows all 
the liabilities of the company, it does not set forth (at the time of the mcet- 
ing) the true balance to the credit of the account; the consequence was that 
there is a balance carried forward from last year’s account of 8334l., of which 
40001. is gone; and it is not clearly shown, as it might be, howitis gone. The 
account only shows the amount of ores tiey bad dressed, but it does not show 
the amount they had raised, broken, and paid for, and which should be properly 
set forth inthe account. Surely if they were entitled to put against the com- 
pany all its liabilities, they were cqually entitled to put on the other side all 
that had been done for the money that is charged against them in the account. 
He had no objection to this mode of making out the balance-sheet, but it was 
not the account that should guide them, inasmuch that it does not enable every 
shareholder to tell exactly how they stood. They had never sold so much ore in 
any half-year as in the past one ; one half-year they sold as much within 20v1., 
and then they were paid a 10s. dividend, but then they must remember that the 
cost of working the mine isincreasing. With regard to that question, he might 
tell them that the cost isa perpetual blister to them; and, indeed, is the only 
point on which they had any difference of opinion with Capts. Rowe and Barkell. 
The increased cost of working the mine can, however, be accounted for, when it 
is considered that we are now driving at the immense depth of 235 fathoms, not 
below the hill, but from the adit level, which goes in close to the ground at the 
foot of the hill. Now, looking at the expense of these things, they must admit 
that it could not be done so cheaply as they could work Dumbell, only 175 fms. 
They could not work ore on the same terms as the other, therefore, must cn- 
deavour to put up with the Increased expense, according to the produce they 
are getting. However, there are many things in whicb they could egopomise. 
For instance, they would shortly be able to do with fewey weehanics, who are 
very expensive, and they were about to make an alteration In the dressing ma- 
ehinery, which would eect a saving of from one-third to one-half, aud these 





alterations they could make without sending to England. Ic knew that he 
was looked upon by the managers as a blister, because he was continually urging 
them to cut down the expenses, but they would never be able to get rid of him 
while he was able to go about and talk to them. They might be sure that no 
one would be more anxious to increase the dividends than he and the other dl- 
rectors; but if he could help it they wou'd never have a dividend they were 
not entitled to. There would come atime when the remainder of their reserve 
capital would be spent; and if the shareholders from Eugland would only go to 
the mine and see the new reservoir, the solidity aud safety with which it is 
built, they would not consider that they were spending their capital In vain. 
There was not a better plece of workmanship to be seen anywhere than this re- 
servoir. They might see a good piece of workmanship at the new landing pler 
there, and at the works of Fort Anne, leading to the new breakwater ; indeed, 
they could not see better work than that in any part of England, but it ts not 
better finished than the works at this reservoir, It is built of concrete blocks, 
so accurately fitted that the joinings cannot be seen, and if they inspected the 
whole front they would admit that a more beautiful plece of workmanship could 
not be seen. When these things were done their revenue capital would becoma 
about exhausted. He nimed this matter now because he knew he would bo 
blamed at some future time if he did not do so. Hits opinion was that they 
ought to have a reserve fund to meet any outlay that might arise, and thus be 
enabled to meet that outlay without stopping the dividends altogether. He 
knew that if he did not mention this now, when they came to lay aside this re- 
serve fund it would be said that he wanted to get hold of the money, but they, 
as men of business, knew that in order to do what ts right they should provide 
beforehand for exigencies of this kind, before the absolute necessity of it is 
forced upon them, and unless they took this precaution they would be unworthy 
of the trust reposed in them. Some of those present represented large interests 
by means of proxtes, and they well knew that it was no trifle to satisfy the 570 
shareholders in Great Laxey. With regard to the vacancy In the directorship 
caused by the death of Mr. Tuxford, it was a question of great importance to 
the English shareholders that they should have a fair voice In the management 
of the mine. Under the constitution of the company three of the directors must 
reside in the Isle of Man and two in England, They would, therefore, have to 
elect a shareholder resident in England, and it was most desirable that they 
should select a person who would be in a position to supervise the London office, 
while it is of the utmost tmportance that he should be well versed in mines and 
mining matters, and one who would be able to look to the working of the com. 
pany, and if he saw anything wrong to check it, by pointing itout. For the 
vacancy he proposed Mr. Peter Watson, of London, who was well known to them 
as the largest —- and a director in Tankerville, and as one of the largest 
proprictors in Roman Gravels, He concladed by formally moving the reception 
and adoption of the report. 

Dr. ANDERTON seconded the motion, which was then carried. 

Mr. P. Watson was then elected a director in the place of the late Mr. Tuxford : 
and Mr. F. Broadbent was re-elected a director. ¥ 

Mr. BROADBENT returned his best thanks for this renewed mark of confidenc® 
in him, He was still the largest shareholder in the mine, and intended te 
remain so. 

Mr. WATSON sald it gave him a great deal of satisfaction to accept a seat at 
the board. He had not entered the company at a venture, but five or six weeks 
ago he was over on the Island, and inspected the mine, and satisfied himself of 
the nature of the property. Great Laxey had been a wealthy m'ne, and is a 
wealthy mine; and after he had inspected it, he was so satisfied with it that 
when he went back to London he bought a large number of shares; but, as they 
knew, Great Laxeys are not casily obtainable, and he had not had all the shares 
delivered to him yet. He would not have visited the mine, and invested con- 
siderably in it, unless he felt it to be his interest to do so; nelther would he 
again have visited the mine, as he did a few days ago, and have gone through 
it, unless he had been satisfied that there was a great future in store for the 
property.

WEST LLANGYNOG (Silver-Lead).—In driving the deep adit level 
a great improvement has taken place during the last week, large blocks of mun- 
dic and blende, spotted with lead, being met with indriving. The highly mine- 
ralised state of the ground Icads to the supposition that a large lode is not far 
ahead of the presentend. The lode in Old Liangynog Is looking better than ever 
as it approaches this sett, and at the great depth the deep level is being driven 
in West Liangynog, no doubt when the lode is cut it will prove equally as rich 
as in the old mine. :

REMARKS.—The present state of the Money Market, and the pos- 
sible contingencies of the future, with reference to the position of 
Germany in the matter of the payment of the French indemnity, 
might have been supposed likely to exercise a prejudicial effect upon 
the course of our metal markets, but this has not proved to be the 
case. Had there been any tendency to rash speculation, the advance 
in the Bank rate might probably have effectually given it a check ; and doubt- 
less there is less probability of the course of our markets being thue disturbed 
while 5 per cent. is quoted as the official minimum of discount, than when 
money was too plentiful at 2 percent.,or under, Reviewing the condition of 
the great majority of metals quoted on ’Change, it is satisfactory to be able 
to continue to report that soundness and a steady improvement is the dis- 
tinguishing feature. The demand is good for consumption and exportation. 
Full prices are maintained, and in some instances ure advancing. Trace dis- 
putes either have been or are in a fair way of being settled, and our political 
relations with other nations are of such a character as to give a fair promise of 
the continuance of profitable commercial intercourse. The rapid development 
of the railways system throughout the civilized world, and the impetus given 
to iron ship-building, afford an assurance that there is no probability of dulness 
in one very important branch of the metal trade, at least for some time to come. 

CopPrperR.—Sellers are firm at current quotations, Actual business 
is limited, but the position of the market is maintained because of 
the faith of holders in the present stability and future improvement 
in the value of this metal. Chili bars, 67/7. to 69/.; Wallaroo, 76/. 10s. 

Irnon,—The almost universal reports from all the iron districts tend 
in one direction—that of great firmness, There exists a unanimity 
among the makers which materially helps to strengthen the markets. 
In South Wales there is an indisposition to enter upon new business 
except at very full rates; and, as might have been looked for, buyers 
are inclined to hold back, and manufacturers are ina measure relieved 
from the pressure which they have experienced for some short time, and the 
consequent difficulty of working up to contracttime. It is more than question- 
able whether buyers will gain anything by delay in the placing of their orders, 
for when it is remembered that the value of ores and pig is increased, that 
wages are, or shortly will be, further advanced, and that these facts are the 
effects of which impetus iu almost every branch in the tron trade is the cause— 
it is certainly more probable that present prices will be maintained than that 
there will be any falling off in values. The manufacture of iron in the place of 
wooden ships is making such rapid strides that the demand for plates aud other 
{ron for this purpose is increasing rapidly, The prospect of a continuauce of 
orders from abroad is good, except from those ports which, as the summer 
closes, are shut until next spring. 

If the advices from South Wales be favourable, the published reports from 
the North of England may be viewed as yet more encouraging, The following 
is the return of the stocks of the Cleveland tronmasters :—For September the 
make of pig-iron amounted to 152,857 tons. Of the above 50,000 tons have been 
shipped for foreign or home consumption. Stocks at the end of September, as 
compared with the previous month, show a decrease of 11,821 tons, and war- 
rants 1100 tons, showing a total reduction of about 13,000 tons. Total stock in 
makers’ hands on Sept. 30, 78,306 tons, Pig-iron is quoted as follows:—No. 1, 
54s. ; No, 3, 503.; No. 4,498. Owing to the near approach of the termination 
of the shipping season great efforts are being made to complete the delivery of 

ig-iron and rails for the northern ports of Europe. Oréers for rails, for de- 
ivery next year, are coming forward, and are booked at full rates, There is 
a better enquiry for merchant bars, and the demand for plates is very good. 
—Swedes Iron: As the season for shipment from Sweden draws to a close buyers 
find that parcels are not coming forward so freely as during the summer, and 
the market is, consequently, assuming a firm and upward tendency. Good as 
sortments are becoming very scarce, and great difficulty is experieneed in pro- 
curing the finer sizes, manufacturers demanding higher pricee. A severe drought 
in Sweden has serlously interfered with the production of iron in that country 
this year, and according to the last advices many works are standing still from 
want of water; prices, no doubt, will be firmly maintained throughout the 
winter and ensuing spring. Tbe Glasgow market has not shown much varia- 
tion during the week, and Scotch pig-iron has been steady at 60s. 044d. and 
60s. 0'gd. cash to 61s. 6d. one month. . 

LEAD.—The value of this metal is firmly upheld, and thereis more 
prospect of prices rising than falling. The market occupies a very 
good position, The demand for Russia is reported to be very satis- 


factory. 

Tin.—English is quoted 17. per ton higher, Banca and Straits 
have also participated. In Holland Banca is quoted 81 fis, to 81} fls, 
Straits fluctuate between 135/. to 1367, in warehouse here, At such 
high rates speculation is confined to very narrow limits, There is, 
in fact, no margin for speculation, or at least it is dangerous. Ope- 
rators generally have no confidence in buying at extremely high prices, and 
the tin remains in too few hands ever to create any very great sensation. 
Whenever an attempt to monopolise an article is made the outside world, as a 
rule, refrain from dealing, and prefer to leave it alone until prices have again 
fallen to a safe figure. Sooner or later holders must realise, and when once a 
downward tendency begins it is very difficult sometimes to sell at even a mode- 
rate reduction upon market quotations, 

QUICKSILVER.—The present quotation is 107, 5s., and one transac- 
tion is reported at 10/., but very little could probably be bought at 
that price. — 


CoPpPpER.—Messrs. James and Shakspeare—A large purchase of re- 
gulus (five cargoes) was reported to have been made by private contract, but up to 
the present time no particulars have transpired, and the general opinion 1s that 
there is no truth in the rumour. In Chili bars there have been but few sales, 
probably not more than 200 tons in all, at 671. for Lota, 67%. 10s. for Urmeneta, 
681. for good brands, and 681. 15s. for a small lot of J. Edwards. A parcel of 
Lota ingots in warehouse at Liverpool has changed hands at 731. 10s., and now 
there is none obtainable except in Swansea. Telegrams came to hand on the 
10th inst. with advices of Chill charters for the first half of September to the 
extent of 1900 tons pure for England, of which 800 tons in bars anda ingots, and 
1100 tons in ores and regulus, against 118 tons fine in the corresponding period of 
1870. Australian is quiet, with the exception of Wallaroo, for which there is 
again a fair demand. About 200 tons have been taken from second hands at 
761. to 761. 108., and there are still buyers at these igures. English is somewhat 
better, with rather more business in raw, and also more enquiry for manufac- 
tured from India, though some of the orders are at lower limits than the smelters 
will accept. 

Messrs, Vivian, Younger, and Bond—We have to report about 400 
tons of bars at from 671. for lota, up to 691. for best brands, the bulk of the busi- 
ness being in the latter descriptions. In ore and regulus no transactions are 
reported. The English smelters have had more enquiry, and booked a fair 
number of orders. For Wallaroo 76!. 10s. cash has been paid for 180 tons. The 
tendency of the market at the close is rather improving, and very little buying 
would produce a sensible alteration in the valueof all descriptions of raw copper.

GOVERNMENT INSPECTION OF COLLIERIES, 


The casualties in connection with colliery operations during 1870 
were, as will be seen from the abstract of the Inspectors’ reports, 
published in the Supplement to this day’s Journal, happily much less 
numerous than in the preceding year; indeed, the diminution is equal 
to no less than 12 per cent., which must be regarded as in the highest 
degree satisfactory, when it is considered that the quantity of coal 
raised wasincreased by 5,000,000 tons, the get of 1870 being 113,000,000 
tons against 108,000,000 in the preceding year. In 1869 a collier’s 
life was sacrificed for each 99,777 tons of coal raised, but in 1870 we 
were enabled to get 113,900 tons of coal for each life lost. Taken 
alone the deaths will, no doubt, appear to be still extremely large, 
but upon the fairer principle of comparing the casualties with those 
which happen in connection with many other branches of industry 
during the performance of an equal amount of labour, it could readily 
be shown that colliers have little reason to complain of their occupa- 
tion being unusually hazardous. Sensational writing upon a class 
of work which comparatively few persons have an opportunity of 
seeing actually carried on is extremely easy, but the amount of irre- 
parable injury which it inflicts upon those immediately concerned, 
whether as employers or as workmen, is beyond estimation, In 
truth, the deaths caused through carrying on the business of 3142 
collieries for an entire year was but 991 ; whilst from the business car- 
ried on in the 12000 streets of London, during the same period, 
nearly 700 persons met their death through accidents ; so that, taking 
the figures alone, it appears that a person is six times more likely to 
lose his life through visiting a London street than through visiting 
a colliery. 

During 1870 there was no very serious explosion of fire-damp, so 
that, taking the average, we have the very favourable statement that 
only about three deaths resulted from each separate explosion, whilst 
in 1869 each explosivn killed, on the average, more than five persons, 
This is explained by the fact that in 1869 there were several calami- 
tous explosions in Mr, H1Gson’s (the West Lancashire and North 
Wales) district, no less than 128 persons being killed by the eight 
separate explosions. A reference to the falls of roof and coal and 
sides of workings shows a still more satisfactory improvement, and 
this is the more gratifying as the number of accidents of this class 
depends, perhaps more than in any other class, upon the thoughtful- 
ness or carelessness of the men themselves. In 1869 there were 451 
separate accidents, causing 466 deaths, whilst in 1870 there were only 
402 separate accidents, causing 411 deaths, Shaft accidents remained 
stationary, 129 deaths being caused in each year. This must must 
be considered highly encouraging, when it is remembered that 
5,000.000 tons more coal passed through the shafts in 1870 than in 
the preceding year. The miscellaneous accidents were also about 
stationary, the deaths, 266, having been only two more than in the 
previous year. Making an estimate upon the casualties, as referred 
to the number of persons employed, the result is likewise extremely 
favourable. In 1869 one death occurred amongst each 309 persons 
employed, whilst in 1870 there was but one death amongst each 354 
persons employed. 

The observations of the several Inspectors upon matters connected 
with the causes of accident are unusually interesting. Thus, Mr. 
WARDELL, alluding to the objection which colliers have to safety- 
lamps, mentions the case of a sudden emission of gas at Strafford 
Main Colliery, which was well ventilated, and a few minutes before 
considered safe. Stephenson’s were alone used; and upon a large 
extent of the workings Lecoming almost instantly filled with gas, 
every lamp was extinguished, and the men’s breathing interfered 


with, A single naked light would have sacrificed upwards of 300! 


lives; asitwasallescaped. Theexperience of Mr. ALEXANDER tells 
him that the half-time system is not applicable to mining. He re- 
marks that in the case of a poor man, struggling with a large family, 
the earnings and assistance of a boy of 12 is important, and indeed 
necessary. As to the colliers’ desire for knowledge, Mr. BROUGH re- 
ports that it is not obvious to him that there exists any strong desire 
on the part of the mining classes to learn anything but the practice 
of their calling, and we opine that if they learn this it will be ample 
for the good of themselves and for the advantage of the country. 
The necessity for fences at mid-workings is pointed out by Mr. ALEX- 
ANDER ; and there are many valuable observations upon keeping 
bore-holes in advance, keeping the way to the second shaft clear, the 
education of colliery managers, the advantages of long wall work- 
ings, &c., which are fully referred to in the Supplement, and upon 
which we shall offer further comments in future Journals, The In- 
spectors may well be congratulated upon the favourable reports they 
have been able to present, and upon the useful suggestions they have 


made; and the hope may be expressed that their recommendations 
may be so carefully attended to by those entrusted with the working 
of collieries, that in each year we may be enabled to report as great 
a diminution of casualties as we do to-day. 








GREAT LAXEY LEAD MINING COMPANY. 


It would scarcely be possible to furnish a more complete refutation 
of the calumnious statements concerning the Great Laxey Mining 
Company than is furnished by the accounts themselves, a careful ab- 
stract of which we publish in the report of the proceedings at the 
meeting, on Wednesday, in another column of this day’s Journal. For 
some years past the company has been subjected to much annoyance 
through the persistent publication of misrepresentations as to the 
company’s financial position by a former servant of the company. 
From the accounts certified by the official auditor, by whom they 
have been investigated, it is beyond question that in the six months 
embraced by the accounts ore of the value of 36,242/. 9s. 9d. was sold; 
whilst the aggregate cost incurred in raising it (including the office 
expenses, secretaries’ salaries, royalty, and all other chargesincurred 
upon it until it passed into the hands of the smelters) was 
21,6772, 103, 10d., showing a profit on the six months’ working of 
14,5642, 18s. 11d. Out of this profit the sharehclders were paid in 
"dividends 10,500/., leaving 4064/, 18s, 11d. profit undivided. It will 
thus be seen that even had the expenditure for works of development, 
32141, 7s, 6d. (properly charged against the reserved capital account 
in the accounts before us), been charged against revenue there would 
still remain on the six months’ working 850/, 11s, 5d, of undistri- 
buted profit. 

If such a position of affairs as this can be regarded as evidence of 
approaching bankruptcy we can only say that it is precisely the kind 
of insolvency we should heartily enjoy. Of course profits of 30,0007. 
a year upon an investment of 60,0002, may not satisfy everyone, but 
when, asin the case of Great Laxey, current profits show such a re- 
sult, with the best possible prospect of continuance, and even in- 
crease, for many years, shareholders might well pause before com- 
plaining. The actual position of the undertaking can be so readily 
ascertained from the report of the proceedings, to which we have 
already referred, that it is unnecessary to enter more fully into the 
discussion of the subject, but we may wish the Great Laxey Com- 
pany a long continuance of the prosperity it at present enjoys, with 
the conviction that it will prove an encouragement to those con- 
nected with other mines in the same district to persevere through 
any difficulties that may be met with,

It is this flatness in the Russian demand, coupled with a decline in 
the consumption of our railway iron in British India, which, as has 
been before observed, has occasioned the comparative dulness in the 
British railway iron trade this year,—a dulness which would have 
been still greater but for the progress of consumption in Canada and 
the United States. The principal cause of the decline in the Russian 
demand for our railway iron is probably to be found in the new clause 
introduced into the concessions of Russian lines, by which their ad- 
ministrations are required to purchase rails and plant to as large an 
extent as possible in Russia itself. The CzAR’s Government is doing 
all in its power to develope metallurgical industry upon the Russian 
soil, and the effect of this policy has been felt still more strongly by 
the Belgian than by the English iron trade. Thus, the exports of 
Belgian rails to Russia in the first six months of this year declined 
to the comparatively insignificant total of 580 tons, 

Nevertheless, the railway interest has now acquired such importance 
in Russia, and the results obtained from working the lines thus far 
completed have been so encouraging—the burthen of the guarantees 
of interest given by the Russian Government having only involved a 
loss to the Russian Treasury in its last financial year of 9,000,000 
roubles, instead of 26,000,000 roubles, as had been estimated—that 
in spite of every effort which may be made to develope the produc- 
tion of iron in Russia a good consumption of English rails in Russia 
seems probable for some yearsto come. The Russians appear to take 
more kindly to English railway materiel than to Belgian, financial 
considerations having possibly something to do with the matter, 
Thus the Russian Government and Russian guaranteed railway com- 
panies have borrowed, and will probably yet again borrow, largely 
in England; and where they raise capital they are not unlikely to 
give out orders, at any rate tosome extent. Moreover, Russia is still 
very slenderly supplied with railways. In spite of the energetic efforts 
put forth during the last four or five years, Russia had still only 
11,032 verstes, or about 7400 English miles, of railway in operation 
at the commencement of July, 1871. Itis true that on the same date 
there were 3276 verstes, or about 2165 English miles, in course of 
construction ; but it is not very difficult to see that even when all the 
new lines now on hand are finished off, and even when Russia has 
9565 miles of iron-way in a condition to admit of the passage of 
trains, she will still have an immense deal to do before she will have 
fully satisfied her railway requirement=. Russia has copied rather 
slavishly the example of England in the matter of railways. Her 
guarantee system is borrowed almost literally from British India, and 
one of the latest acts of the Russian Government has been the ap- 
pointment of a commission to consider the desirability of construct- 
ing a system of light and very narrow gauge railways in the Cau- 
casus. England has thus not only a financial but a moral influence 
even in Russia. The Russians look with a certain respect and wist- 
fulness still upon Great Britain, and they would fain penetrate some 
of the secrets which have enabled her to accumulate such enormous 
wealth, and to develope the mechanical arts with such remarkable 
success. So long as such a feeling as this remains in the Russian 
mind we shall still, we may depend upon it, enjoy a certain amount 
of Russian custom. 

With a continuance of peace, Russian railways must grow year by 
year in importance and extent. There are two opposing influences 
at work in Russia,—the commercial instinct and the military instinct. 
The progress of liberal ideas is felt, however, even in Russia. The 
CZAR is still a mighty and almost irresponsible potentate, but even 
Russian CZARS succumb to the genius of the age, and become pene- 
trated with the ideas and influences of modern civilisation. As year 
by year the immense material advantages resulting from railways 
impress themselves more and more forcibly upon the Russian mind 
there must Le a call for more Russian railways, Instead of 9595 
miles of line, Russia would probably not be overdone with railways 
even if 30,000 miles of iron-way were constructed upon her soil, 
Under all the circumstances, we incline to the opinion that the com- 
mercial instinct will become more and more powerful in Russia, and 
that the Russians will continue for years to come to make more rail- 
ways, and to consume considerable quantities of our railway iron, 





INDIAN MATTERS.—Coal has been discovered in the Nizam’s ter- 
ritory ; the seam lies in the bed of atributary of the Godavery. The 
coal is reported to crop out and lie very near the surface and on the 
bank of the river in large masses or heaps ; where the tehsildar had 
caused the bed of the river to be dug a stratum of coal was found as 
near as 1 yard below the surface, occupying a space of 10 yards, Avein 
of coal has also been traced extending along the bank of the stream 
to a distance of a quarter of a mile. The discoverer has received a

is quite sufficient to stamp that gentleman as a most able, painstaking’ 
and reliable authority. There are, however, some grave points reed 
consideration in attempting to form an accurate estimate of the exact 
weight which should be attached to the statement of expenses upon 
which Mr. Hague hinges his calculations, That he has honestly eon 
deavoured to render justice to the vendors of the property, whilst he 
was laying bare to the eyes and understandings of those who em. 
ployed him the utmost that could be deduced from the actual work. 
ing costs of the mine (taken from the books), is beyond all contro. 
versy; but this very naked exactitude is clearly open to the very na. 
tural question whether the present and the future working expenses 
may not be estimated very much lower than the average has hereto. 
fore been, In opening and exploring a new mine, more especially 
when the conduct of such operations is entirely in the hands of un. 
practised and totally inexperienced men, much time and very much 
money is too often fruitlessly thrown away, conferring no advantage 
on the mine, but appearing in judgment against the management in 
the “‘cost-sheets” and in the cost-booksof theconcern, The merest 
tyro in mining knows this full well; and such useless expenditureg 
are certainly not unknown nor unfrequent in each and every mining 
district in this old mining country. In a new country anything lesg 
extravagant can scarcely be looked for; but after these days, weeks, 
months, and, perhaps, even years of blundering have passed, and a 
more rigid, economic, and practical administration succeeds, then we 
may likewise look for lessened expenses and increased profits,

We venture to think that there is an unfortunate omission here of 
a most desirable and necessary item of information, which so expee 
rienced a man as Mr, Hague might well have embodied in hig res 
port, without in any way compromising his professional reputation as 
a cautious inspecting engineer. The board of directors no doubt 
much regret the omission, as it leaves a much greater responsibility 
upon them individually and collectively. 

In good time hasarrived a letter from Mr. John Ross Browne, upon 
whose report the company was formed. We have much pleasure in 
subjoining this letter, as being a most reasonable and temporate com. 
mentary upon the questions at issue. At the same time we cannot 
but acknowledge that there is a great deal of force in the remarks 
of Mr. Browne, and from the several facts adduced on either side 
we shall not be surprised to find in the result that Mr. Browne's esti. 
mate of the working expences henceforth proves to be correct, If 
so the profit would amount to $20 per ton instead of $10, which would 
amply verify all that was affirmed as to the value of the mine, So 
important and apparently sound a mining property should not be 
lightly relinquished.

The examination was critical, no- 
thing was omitted in the interest of the purchasers, and whatever Mr. Hague 
deemed necessary to convey a correct understanding of the character and value 
of the property was duly noted. The owners placed the books and accounts at 
his disposition, the superintendent and foreman furnished every facility for the 
examination of the mine, and all the information desired by Mr. Hague was, to 
the best of my knowledge, fully and frankly given. While I acknowledge the 
correctness of the facts and figures contained in the report, I think that some 
of Mr. Hague’s deductions are unreasonably cautious, For example— 

1.—Mr. Raymond, United States Commissioner of Mining Statistics, who 
visited the mine in 1868, gives the average width of the veln at 2 ft.

I feel 
confident a considerable saving might be made in the tailings as well as in the 
mill working. With a 30-stamp mill, carefully managed, I believe the cost of 
mining and milling need not exceed my estimate of $15 per ton. The ge 
north extension of 1000 ft. gives you one-third more mining ground. Mr. Hague 
very Justly regards it as an acquisition of great importance, 

I believe the property, as now situated, is of far greater value than that orl- 
ginally proposed in my report. I am better satisfied than ever that it will 
prove a remunerativeand creditable enterprise, and that if I have the manage- 
ment I can make it give complete satisfaction to the company.

Messrs. Enthoven and Deville were seriously inconvenienced by & 
strike at their extensive establishment in Belgium, and they were ulti- 
mately compelled to yield to the demands of their men for a reduc- 
tion of the hours of employment. It is now found that by the new 
working arrangements the men can only earn from 33s. to 34s, per 
week, whereas under the old system the average wages were from 
48s, to 52s. per week. The workmen have, consequently, solicited a 
return to the old plan, which the employers have consented to, 





FURNACE FOR ROASTING ORE.—An improved compound blow- 
pipe-furnace has been invented by Mr, Stephen Ambler, of Monitor, 
California. He constructs a carbonising chamber, into which the 
wood is placed, and converted into charcoal before it reaches the 
fires where it is to be used as fuel. Two pipes lead into this fur- 
nace, through which a blast of air is driven, one being arranged to 
give an oxidising flame and the other a reducing flame. 





WATER SCREENS FOR PUDDLING-FURNACES,—To relieve the pud- 
dler and his underhand from the distressing heat to which they are 
subjected during the process of puddling, Mr. A. J. RUSSELL, of the 
Forest Vale Ironworks, Cinderford, has invented improved water 
screens, consisting of iron plates kept cool by jets of water. Two of 
the screens are fixed by hooks to the front of the furnace on each 
side of the puddling door, and the third screen nearly covers the pud- 
dling door, leaving the puddling hole exposed, the middle screen being 
supported by a counterbalance weight, so that it may be lifted to un- 
cover the door when a ball is to be removed, The screens are kept 
cool by jets of water projected upon their outer sides by a horizontal 
water-pipe near the tops of the screens, and the water, which _ 
down in a continuous stream, is caught in troughs, and conducte 
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away for use. The screens are alike advantageous to masters and 
workmen, as iron and fuel are saved, and an increased number of 
heats, with greater comfort, can be got out in the same time.

The trade in Finished Iron continues to manifest unabated pros- 
perity, the plate mills being still pressed for their produce. Other 
shipbuilding iron is required, and the books of makers are well filled 
with orders for forward delivery, but there is some reluctance on the 
part of merchants to specify, partly on account of the aspect of the 
labour market, and partly on account of a good portion of what was 
looked forward being on spec. In prices there is no change to re- 
port ; quotations are, however, held firmly, 

The new works recently erected at Govan, by Messrs. Stones and 
Campbell, for manufacturing steel are now in active operation. 
The senior partner, Mr. Stones, has the reputation in the neighbour- 
hood of being one of the best makers of steel in this county, and 
while conducting the Avon Works, near Linlithgow, some 10 or 12 
years ago, proved his title to be regarded as a maker of steel of more 
than ordinary ability. _ The present works have been erected in the 
vicinity of the great shipyards on the Clyde, and we have no doubt, 
if the new firm only continues to maintain the reputation of the 
Avon Steel Company, the works just erected will be kept fully em- 

loyed, There is only one other work of the kind in the town, but 

r, Stones carries his old reputation with him into his new premises, 
and all that is necessary on his part is attention to secure success. In the pro- 
cess of manufacture the firm do not adopt any new principle tn converting iron 
into steel, but go upon the old system, using entirely Swedish malleabie tron. 
The bars are cut into small pieces, carefully weighed, mixed with certain quan- 
tities of pure oxide of manganese and charcoal, put into fire-clay pots, and sub- 
jected to heat in the furnace until the fron becomes fluid. Great nieety and 
experience is required to know the exact moment to “team” the pots, and In 
this Mr. Stone excels. The operation of lifting the pots cut of the furnace is 
attended with difficulty. The men have to wrap their legs and arms over with 
matting well saturated with water. The covering of the furnace is then taken 
off, and a pair of clips inserted to lift the pots. The steel is now poured into 
cast-iron moulds, the size varying according toorder ; the potsare immediately 
returned to the furnace and re-charged for the uext casting—these take place 
at ten o’clock, two o’clock, and six o’clock, but as the works were but newly 
started they could not precisely state the exact amount of steel they are likely to 
cast inaday. The next process consists in re-heating the ingots and then draw- 
fog them out under a steam-hammer to the size required. It is wonderful to see 
the accuracy with which the workman, guided entirely by his eye, draws the 
bar out under the hammer, especially the octagon sizes. The Govan Works 
have twosmall hammers, manufactured by Messrs, Davy Brothers, of Sheffield. 
Attached to each there is a small blast-pipe connected with a fan worked by the 
engine, to blow the scales away whilst the hammeringisgoingon. Mr, Stones, 
who takes charge of the working departmert, has been connected with the ma- 
nufacture of stecl for upwards of 20 years; he is ably assisted in this depart- 
ment by his two sons, both thorough workmen. In the large iron districts 
round Coatbridge the practical blacksmith, turner, &c., think their work will 
prosper if their tools are made of “ Stone’s steel.”* 

We have had another busy week in Coals, and coalmasters must 
now be doing a very profitable business, the quotations for coals 
being higher than fer many years. During the week the returns 
from the Scotch ports show foreign and coastwise shipments to the 
extent of 43,168 tons, against 26,685 tons in the same week of last 

ear, belng an increase on the week of about 16.500 tons. With the mastersen- 
joylug so much ‘prosperity, the colllers are scrambling (here and there) for a 
share of the profits, and they are entitled to receive their own share of the in- 
crease, In the meantime there seems to be both moderation and reason in the 
demands of the colliers for an advauce ; and if moderate and reasonable councils 
prevail at the Conference of the miners of the West of Scotland, to be beld here 
on the 23d inst., we think they will be successful. Their demand to have the 
hours of labour restricted to 10 hours per diem is one that should be conceded 
at once, as well as a reasonable and equalised price for their Jabour. There js 
a report that the Uphall Oil Company (Limited) have taken over from the 
Messrs. Addie, of Langloan Ironworks, their lease of the coal at Benbar, The 
price has not been allowed to transpire, but a very large sum is reported as the 
price of the transfer, 





REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Oct, 12.—The returns for September published by the Cleveland 
Tronmasters’ Association shows the pig-iron trade of the district to 
be I a most prosperous state. The total quantity of pig metal made 
during the month was 152,857 tons, being an increase of 9325 tons 
upon the same month last year. As compared with August last the 
make is 4000 tons less, which may be accounted for by the difference 
in the length of the months. Deliveries by water have been large. 
To foreign ports, from Middlesborough 32,022 tons were sent, and 
shipments along the coast from the same place reached 17,419 tons, 
As was anticipated, the stocks in the makers’ hands show a consider- 
able decrease upon the figures given at the endof August. The total 
quantity in hand on Sept. 30 is given as 78,306 tons, against 90,127 
tons to commence the month with, and there ig also a decrease of 
1100 tons in the warrant stores stock, which is now only 5125 tonsin 
all, There are 126 furnaces in blast in the Cleveland district, and 
five-not blowing. In addition to these, Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan, 
and Co. are butiding a new furnace, which will ‘soon be ready; and Messrs. 
Cochrane and Co., Ormesby Ironworks ; Messrs. B. Samuelson and Co., New- 

rt ; the Consett Iron Company, Consett ; and the North of England Industrial 

ron Company, Carlton, are building one furnace each ; and Messrs. (ijers, Mills, 
and Co., Ayresome Ironworks, and the Rosedale Ferry Hill [ron Company are 
building two new furnaces each. Makers are being mucb pressed to fulfil their 
engagements, and in some cases they are unable todo 20. The demand for pig- 
fron is unabated. Prices were firm on Tuesday’s market at Middiesborough, 
at 54s., No. 1; 503. 64. to 51s., No. 3; 493. 6d., No. 4, net cash, f.0.b. Sales are 
being made for next year’s delivery at full rates. Home consumption is very 
heavy, and much trouble is caused at times in consequence of the inability of 
the North-Eastern Railway Company to supply the necessary conveyance for the 
removal of the irou—so much so, indeed, that the Ironmasters’ Association has, 
We are told, sent a formal complaint to the railway company. 

The Manufactured Iron departments remain in a generally satis- 
factory condition, Rail enquiries are more numerous, and there is, 
should no unexpected impediment take place, every prospect of a 
good rail trade during the coming season. ‘There is considerable ac- 
tivity in this branch at present, now that the navigation season is 
aang toaclose. One drawback experienced is a slight scarcity of men, but

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Oct. 12.—The stormy weather on the North-East coast lately has 
much impeded business, but within the last few days there have been 
large arrivals of vessels, and heavy shipments of coals have been 
made both coastwise and foreign. Large shipments are making to 
the Baltic, in anticipation of the closing of the navigation by the 
approach of winter. Now that the unfortunate strike has happily 
terminated the Engine and Foundry Trades will make rapid strides, 
The demand for engines, of course mainly for marine engines, is un- 
precedented, caused by the remarkable progress of iron shipbuilding, 
these vessels being, at least the majority of them, propelled by steam. 
The number of vessels now in course of building on the Tyne and 
Wear is very large, and most of them of large tonnage. ° 

Mr. T. P, Barkas, of Newcastle, announces that the time area for 
coal measure reptiles has recently and unexpectedly been extended 
by the discovery of reptile remains in the High Main coal strata. 
Mr, Taylor, of West Cramlington, has found reptile vertebra ‘in the 
shale associated with the High Main coal, all previous discoveries of 
coal measure reptiles in this district having been confined to the shale 
of the Low Main. 

At the Wardley new winning, near Gateshead, the third workable 
seam—the famous Hutton seam—has just been proved, First, the 
Bensham seam was proved of good thickness and quality house coal ; 
second, the Low Main seam, a good steam coal ; and now, at a depth 
of 200 fms., the Hutton seam, a first-class gas coal, has been proved, 
This winning is of great importance, as showing the extent of those 
seams in the eastern part of Durham. 





NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS. 
—A meeting of members was held on Saturday, when there was a good atten- 
dance, The President, Mr. E. J. Boyd, occupied the chair. Mr. Crone read a 
paper, by Mr. Henry Lewis, **On the Method of Working Coal by Long Wall,”’ 
at Annesley Colliery, Nottinghamshire, by which a great saving was effected, 
not ouly in getting the coal but in the use of timber in the headings, &c. The 
discussion, which may be expected to cause much interest, was postponed until 
the paper be printed. We may remark here that this system of working ts 
making progress here, though only slowly; it has been introduced rather exten- 
sively, and with success, in some of the large collieries in Northumberland, in- 
cluding Seaton Delaval, Cambois, &c. Mr. Warington W. Smyth’s paper “On 
the Boring of Pit Shafts in Belgium,’’ by Messrs. Kind and Chandon’s method, 
was discussed. Mr. Smyth was present, with MM. Javal and Chastillan, and 
gave explavations In reply to a great many questions raised on the subject of 
the paper, At the close of the discussion a most cordial vote of thanks was 
given by the President, on behalf of the Institute, to Mr. Smyth, &c, The 
report of the Committee on Rivetting was ordered to be printed, 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Oct. 12,—The demand for Coal and Iron Ore in North Stafford- 
shire continues very steady and satisfactory. Furnace mine realises 
12s, per ton, delivered to the nearest wharf—a price which is pro- 
portionately higher than the selling quotations for pig-iron. The 
labour market is in a very settled condition. The Iron Trade does 
not show much alteration this week. Forge-pigs are selling freely 
for local consumption, at 65s., and large quantities are being sent into 
South Staffordshire, where they realise 70s., delivered. The finished 
iron makers are all well employed, although they are not quite so 
full of orders as the producers in the southern part of the county, 

In South Staffordshire the iron trade has seldom, if ever, been more 
active thanit is just now. The Quarterly Meetings of the trade this 
week, at Wolverhampton and Birmingham, have been numerously 
attended, and a large amount of business has been transacted. Most 
of the pig-iron makers have entered into contracts which will absorb 
the greater part, if not the wh:1,, of their produce for the quarter. 
Best brands of all-mine pig have changed hands this week at 90s., 
and cinder iron is realising 75s, per ton. The scarcity and dearness 
of iron ore is still a source of some anxiety to the producers of pig- 
iron in this district. In regard to quotations, we may report pigs 
fully 5s, per ton higher all round than at the commencement of last 
quarter, and the rise on finished iron within the same period averages 
from 15s, to 20s. per ton, 

Mr, E. Fisher Smith (Earl Dudley’s agent) presided, on Wednesday, 
at a meeting of thecoalmasters of the Dudicy district. Representatives of about 
25 firms were present. The meeting was called to consider the notice given by 
the Thin coal! miners for an advance of 3d. perday. It will be remembered that 
on the I4th ult. the wages of Thick coal miners were advanced 6d., and those of 
Thin coal miners 3d. perday, This arrangement failed to satisfy the latter class 
of miners, on the ground that, as both classes were reduced 6d. per day some 
three years ago, they were equally entitied with the Thick coal men to the ad- 
vance of 6d, now. The masters, after some discussion, admitted the argument 
to be well founded, and agreed to give the Thin coal men an extra 3d., making 
3s. 6d. per day in all, to commence on Saturday next. In the Wolverhampton 
district the Thin coal miners are agitating for an advance of 3d, per day in ad- 
dition to the 3d, already granted, but it is not expected that the demand will be 
persevered in. é ta . 

Messrs. Benjamin Williams and Sons, of Kinver, have taken the 
extensive ‘* Corbyn’s Hall’’ Ironworks, until recently carried on by Messrs, S. 
Hingley and Co. Under the new management it is expected that the trade of 
this old and well-known estavlishment will be considerably developed. 

The ironfoundries of the Black Country are turning out large quan- 
tities of mill and forge machinery, chiefly of the kind adapted to iron-making 
purposes. Marine ironwork continues to command an active demand both in 
the chain-cable and anchor branches, Large orders for tubular tronwork are 
in course of erection at Wednesbury and Walsall, In the former town a new 
tube factory has just been completed by Messrs. Brown and Co. The mi!l con- 
tains six furnaces, all heated by gas on Siemens’ patent principle, and the newest 
scientific improvements have been introduced in all departments of the factory. 
The wages dispute among the rivet and stud makers of the West Dudley district 
continues, and the men have formally intimated their inteutlon to strike unless 
their demands are complied with by the 21st inst. : " °. a

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


Oct. 12.—The trade of Derbyshire is in a very healthy state, there 
being an excellent demacd for pig-irov, the output of which is now 
very large. Aconsiderable quantity of what is produced is sent into 
Sheffield, where the requirements are likely to increase more than 
otherwise. Lead mining is without alteration, some of the larger 
places in the vicinity of Wirksworth being kept well going, as is also 
the case with regard to the Peak and Eyam. The great want, however, is that 
of railway accommodation, aud when that is given not only wil! the lead ore be 
more extensively developed, but the fine beds of limestone which abound in 
many places now shut out entirely from the best markets. The Coal Trade con- 
tinues good, there having been so far no falling off in the tonnage going to the 
metropolis in steam and house qualities, the Clay Cross Company alone sending 
about 1000 tons there dally. ‘To Birmingham and the West of England an in- 
creased tonnage Is being forwarded, there being rather more doing in gas coal. 
The business doing from the Burton-on-Trent district to the West, by the Mid- 
land, is improving, the advance of winter causing merchants to lay in stocks. 
At the collierles on the Erewash Valley line business is tolerably active; andthe 


Clifton Colliery, near to Nottingham, ts now being extensively opened out, and | 


a good deal of the coal 1s being forwarded to London, as well as to the district 
around, and the South generally. a _ 2 

Nearly every branch of the heavy trades of Sheffield are in full ac- 
tivity, and there is no abatement whatever on the resources of manu- 
facturers. Railway material of every description—rails, points, 
springs, tyres, axles, &c.—is in such reque-t that in some instances 
there isa deficiency of hands, Heavy and other plates for ships, shields, and 
other purposes keep the millsin full operation. The South Yorkshire Coal Trade 
was never so good as at the present time, all the collieries being worked to the 
full extent. The tonnage going to London {s much larger than ever it bas been, 
and double what it was for the corresponding period of last year. At Manvers 
Main, a new colliery near to Wath and Swinton, the output bas largely increased. 

In connection with the Manvers Main, the sad fate of the managing 
partner, Mr. Hague, who died from the effect of injuries received whilst 
leaving a railway carriage a few days since, at Masborough, has 
caused deep and wide-spread regret. The deceased gentleman was 
not only the managing director of Manvers Main, but also of the Masborough 
Ironworks, and likewise of a colliery in Leicestershire. He was at one time a 
colliery viewer in the employ of Earl Fitzwilliam, and was afterwards con- 
connected with the Carr House Colliery. He had stated some short time before 
his death that he intended to draw 1000 tonsa day from the Manvers Main, 
and would not rest satisfied until he had accomplished that event. Singular to 
say, on the day on which the accident ocourred, resulting in his death, what ho 


so much desired was accomplished, 1003 tons being drawn to the top during the 
ordinary working day. —. 


DAMAGING PROPERTY BY COAL MINING—IMPORTANT DECISION, 
—At the Barnsley County Court, on Tuesday, a case, which caused a 
great deal of interest, was heard before the Judge, Mr. T. H. Marshall. 
It was an action brought by a Mr, Causland, the ownor of two houses, 
to recover 40/, damages from the North Gawber Coal Company for 
damaging his property by getting some of the coal on which it stood, 
Mr. Parker appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Dibb for the de- 
fendants, The defence to the action was simply the statute of limi- 
tation, no proceedings having been taken until more than six years after the 
coal, causing the injury to the property, had been got.—Mr. Parker sald that 
the defendants had caused Injury to the property by getting the coal under- 
neath it, but the plaintiff! was not aware that it had been got until about four 
years ago, and he had since been waiting to see what would be the actual result. 
He thought it would be a singular proposition to lay down that the coal of one 
person could be taken and the property of another injured without there being 
any redress.—Mr. Dibb then quoted the opinions of Mr. Justice Wills and other 
authorities, who laid it down that where no action was taken within six years 
from the time of the coal being removed there was no legal remedy for the in- 
jured party. It would not be sufficient for the action to be brought within six 
years from the time it was discovered that the coal had been got, and by which 
the property was injured. But the fact was that the coal which led to the in- 
Jury to the houses had been worked so far back as 1857, and that he was pre- 
pared to prove.—Mr. Parker remarked that Mr, Dibb could not plead the statute 
of limitation, seeing that be had not given his notice after the adjournment 
which took place that such would be his answer to the claim.—His Honour sald 
it appeared from the authorities quoted, and prodused by Mr. Dibb, and pro- 
viding that the coal had been got at the time stated, that although the action 
might lle had the defendants been lesscea of the coal, when it would not under 
existing circumstances had the defendants been lessees, proceedings might have 
been taken within six years of the time when it was discovered that the coal had 
been got, leading to the injury of the property, but it must be now taken from the 
time at which the coal was actually removed,when the statute of limitationwonld 
apply.—Mr. Weeks, mining engineer to the company, then produced a plan of the 
workings, and said that where the coal immediately below the two houses had 
been was maked green. The coal had becn got previous to 1859, probably in 1857. 
Could not speak from actual knowledge as to the time when the coal was got 
from under the property, but as indicated by the map, which was made in 1859. 
—Mr. Summers, the underground viewer, on being examined, said, from hisown 
knowledge, he was prepared to say that the map shown by Mr. Weeks was cor- 
rect, and that thecoal under the plaintiff's property was taken away more than 
six years ago.—Mr. Dibb said he would admit that the injury done to the plain- 
tiff’s property had taken place within the last six years, but that in no way Ine 
terfered with the plea he had made in answer to the action.—His honour said 
he was bound to coincide with the authorities brought forward by Mr, Dibb,. 
He would, therefore, nonsuit the plaintiff, but give him leave to appeal against 
his decision should he be so advised, Kach party would have to pay their own 
costs. His Honour further sald -he thought the case was one that should have 
been taken to a higher court, so that the points of law that would arise might 
havo been settled.—Mr. PARKER said he would consider what course he would 
adopt, or whether, In fact, the damage to the property was not actually caused 
by the “ creep’’—the bursting upwards of the floor of the mine by the defendants 
getting their own coal, 








REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Oct. 12,—It is satisfactory to find that the Iron Trade is again be- 
ginning to be freed of the uncertainty which prevailed a few weeks 
ago. Less hesitation has been apparent on the part of buyers since 
the Preliminary Meetings commenced, and sellers have evinced a 
greater disposition to enterinto transactions. The question of prices 
is not altogether settled, however, although makers are accepting 
fresh contracts, many of them at the old rates, and some at a slight 
advance. There is yet the scale of wages to be determined upon, 
and the values of raw materials are still rising, which render it very 
difficult for manufacturers to fix quotations for any length of time, 
Still they will in future be free trom the restraint of any “list,” 
which will, it is believed, be, on the whole, an advantage, and they 
will simply have to exact such values as may be warranted by time 
and circumstances. The prices obtained show but little alteration 
so far, but late quotations are firmly maintained, and there is little 
doubt but that with some patience and firmness on the part of iron- 
masters it will not be long before higher, and more profitable, prices 
will prevail. Advices from foreign ports and at home indicate clearly 
enough that it will be useless for consumers to restrict negociations 
with the hope that a little quietude or depression will induce makers 
to do business at lower quotations, because to keep in their works 
with any profit to themselves, and to meet contingencies, it will be 
a matter of sheer necessity to put up the values of the materials 
turned out as mueh aspossible. There is a pretty general belief that 
the coming winter will be fairly prosperous, The works continue 
well employed, the new orders secured, and the old ones not yet worked 
off, being sufficient to keep them so for some time to come. A good 
demand for steel and iron rails, bars, sheets, and other descriptions 
of finished iron is kept up; and although some of the most important 
markets of Canada, North America, and Northern Europe will soon 
be closed for the winter months, it is likely that a fair enquiry wil 
be continued on account of the other countries purchasing the make 
of this district. Makers are by no means over anxious to enter into 
transactions that are likely to keep them long employed, as the pros 
spects for next year are regarded as decidedly encouraging, and itis 
not unlikely that a large demand, with improved prices, will be ex- 
perienced, A better business is looked forward to on home account, 
but improvement is slow. There is a pretty good enquiry for plates, 
The Tin-Plate works continue very well employed. 

It must still be reported that the Steam Coal Trade is recovering 
but slowly the position occupied prior to the strike. The colliery 
proprietors are, no doubt, responsible for this to an extent, owing to 
their efforts to obtain remunerative prices, so that they might be 
able to carry on their collieries with a prospect of realising a rea- 
sonable amount of profit therefrom. Previous to the strike the prices obtained 
were far too low, undoubtedly, and the competition in the market was 60 great 
that even the wealthiest and strongest merchants were obliged in many ine 
stances to giveway. ‘The stocks that had accumulated io foreign markets hav. 
ing been completely exhausted during the last five months there is now a better 
enquiry from many quarters, and colliery proprietors are able to bea little more 
independent in regard to prices; in fact, it is quite clear that unless a deter. 
mined effortis made on the part of the masters to establish a remanerate rate of 
quotations many of the pits will have to be carried on a loss. The association 
formed among the colliery proprietors for the purpose of effecting sales, and of 
regulating quotations, bas so far been of great service, and if unanimity pre- 
vails among the members in all probability there will not be much difficulty in 
maintaining present quotations. In the House Coal Trade business is increase 
ing, and as the winter approaches the demand will further expand. Theagita. 
tion still continues amoug the men for an advance in wages, but so far It is al- 
most exclusively confined to the Rhondda colliers, and the rumour that the 
Movmouthshire house coal men were acting in concert with them has turned 
out to be erroneous, ‘The demand for a revised scale of wages Is not generally 
approved of by the men, but the request for shorter pays is regarded by the 
public as a reasonable one, For coke there is an active demand, 

The collieries which were at a standstill during the strike are again 
being worked, priuelpally by the old bands, The masters have provided for the 
conveyance of the new hands back to thelr homes in Lancashire, Cornwall, and 
other places. The movemeut ts regarded with considerable satisfaction by all 
the old colliers, and by the inhabitants od = district. Probably the men will 
in future settle down to work more regularly, 

Some delay has been caused in the erection of the new steelworks 
by Mr. Siemens, near Swansea, through the men employed having turned outon 
strike. What the differeuce beuween the men and their employer is has not 
transpired, but it is understood that Mr. Henley, who had the supervision of 
the works, has resigned his position. Whatever might be the dispute, tt Is to 
be hoped that it will soon be settled, as the new works will, when completed, be 
a great acquisition to the district, and will afford employment for some 2000 or 
more persous. f 

The trade of the local ports for the last month show an appreciable 
increase as compared with the returns of the correspondilug wonth of last year. 








THE FOREST OF DEAN STRIKE,—We learn by telegram that notice 
given a week ago by Messrs, Lucke and Nash’s collicrs—who are upwards of 
300 in number—for an advance of 5 per cent., and an bour per day less than 
hitherto, has been amicably arranged by the demands betug acceded to. 


THE Moss Pits COLLIERY EXPLOSION.—In accordance with the 
arraugement made last week at the close of the enquiry as to the second disaster 
at the Moss Pits, Iuce, the jury again assembled on Thursday for the purpose of 
having taken down such evidence as to the original explosion (by which, it will 
be remembered, 70 of the 75 deaths were caused) as could be obtaiued before the 
re-opening of the pits. The enquiry was attended by Mr. Higson, her Majesty's 
Inspector of Mines for the district; Mr. T. Kuowles, one of the partners in the 
firm owning the colliery ; Mr. J. E. Pearsou, mining engineer at the pits; and 
Mr. Pickard, miners’ agent. Among the witnesses called were Henry Prescott, 
the underlooker in the Niue-feet, James Wright, collier, and Carter, head-undere 
looker, All admitted the mine gave forth gas very freely, but never in such 
large quantities at one time as uvt to bo readily controlled by the unusually 
large current of air sent round the workings. Two men, alarmed by the pipers 
of gas, left the colliery awhile ago, but returned, and were killed by this explo- 
sion. It transpired that day-lavourers used caudles when engaged in building 
stoppings, and one witness swore this was allowed whenever that kind of work

CHESTERFIELD anp DERBYSHIRE INSTITUTE or MINING, 
CIVIL, AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS, 


The quarterly meeting of members was held at Chesterfield, on 
Saturday, Mr, CHARLES BINNS, Clay Cross Collieries, occupied the 
chair, and there was an excellent attendance, After the election of 
new members the CHAIRMAN called upon Mr. BROMLEY, who read an 
interesting paper upon Flydraulic Engines as applied to the Drain- 
age of Mines, the paper being illustrated by drawings, The CHAIR- 
MAN invited discussion at the end of the reading, but on the sugges- 
tion of Mr. J. STORES SMITH (Sheepbridge Collieries), endorsed by 
Mr, Evans (Mine Inspector), it was decided to recommend the paper 
to the Council, and to leave it to them to decide the advisability of 
printing it, and then for discussion to take place after it had been in 
the hands of the members for their study and examination. It will, 
therefore, be discussed at the next meeting, to be held in three months, 
Mr. Ropert Howe then read a paper upon experiments made with 
the Guibal fan for ventilating collieries, the fans in question being 


those used at the Staveley Collieries. The paper was illustrated by 
drawings and diagrams, and was evidently the result of great labour. It was 
warmly applauded. Votes of thanks were given to the author of each paper, 
and Mr. Howe's was also recommended to the Council for printing. The reso- 
lution of the Council not at present to amalgamate with the South Yorkshire 
Institute then came up for confirmation, and the CHAIRMAN, In the course of 
some remarks upon It, alluded to the plan on the tapis to build a Stephenson 
Memorial Hall at Chesterfield for the use of the Institute, Mechanics’ Institute, 
and for other particular purposes. He warmly advocated the plan, belleving that 
such a hall would be an immense boon to Chesterfield. Mr. STORES SMITH cor- 
dially approved the proposed building, but was of opinion that the scheme could 
not be effected by voluntary snbscriptions, as recommended by the joint com- 
mittee of this Institute and the Mechanics’ Institute. He thought the most 
likely plan to raise the 50001. or 60001, to 10,0001, required would be by a limited 
Mability company, but others thought it could be done bysubscription. He en- 
vied their faith, use he did not think even 2 00/. could be raised in that 
way. The CHAIRMAN, tn reply, expressed hix bellef that tn a rich district like 
that the money could be raised by united exertion, and hoped that under any 
circumstances the hall would be free. Mr, A. BARNES reminded the meeting 
that some 30002. or 40001, would shortly have to be raised to build a new wing to 
the hospital at Chesterfield. After some further remarks the resolution of the 
Council as to amalgamation with the Barnsley Institute was confirmed, and it 
was decided to adjourn the other question until the next meeting. Votes of 
thanks closed the proceedings. A working model, or small hydraulic engine, 
known as Carrett, Marshall, and Co.’sorgan blower, was exhibited in the room, 
the motive oe being obtained from the mains of the town water; thesame 
firm are well known for their hydraulic coal.cutting machine and engines. 





SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE AND EAST WORCESTERSHIRE 
INSTITUTE OF MINING ENGINEERS, 


The deferred monthly meeting of members was held on Monday 
evening in the Museum of the Geological Society, Dudley ; Mr, 
Checkley (Vice-President) in the chair, There were also present— 
Messrs. W. North (ex-President), J. Hughes, G. Taylor, T. Latham, 
T. Lloyd, B. Callear, T. Meacham, S. B. Ensell, J. M. Fellows, Henry 
Johnson (hon, secretary), and Henry Johnson (assistant secretary). 
Mr, C, J. Cooper, coaimaster, Pensnett, was unanimously elected a 
member of the Institute.—A sum of ten guineas, subscribed by the visitors on 
the occasion of the excursion of the Iron and Steel Institute, was ordered to be 
distributed among the colliers at Lord Dudley’s Ramrod Hall Company, the 
Mmestone workers at Messrs. Dixon and Burns’s, and the Birmingham Canal 
men employed to illuminate the tunnel, &c.—The hon secretary reported that 
he had received a letter from Mr. Jones, the secretary of the Iron and Steel In- 
stitute, conveying the thanks of the Council! to the Council of the South Staf- 
fordshire and East Worcestershire Institute of Mining Engineers, for the faci- 
Mties so kindly afforded to the members during their visit. (Hear, hear.)—A 
reply from Mr. 8t. John Mathews, in answer to a letter of condolence on the 
death of bis father, Mr. William Mathews, was laid before the meeting.—It was 
agreed to accept the offer of the Council of the Iron and Steel Institute to fur- 
nish copies of Mr. Henry Johson’s paper *‘ On the Geology of the South Stafford. 
shiré Coal Field,’’ at a cost of the printing alone, 

The Hon. Secretary sald he had prepared a geological plan, showing ata glance 
the Shropshire, Staffordshire, and Warwickshire coal fields, and this would be 
bound up with the copy.—The hon, secretary called the attention of the mem- 
bers'to a new fossil from the coal measures, which had been found in the neigh- 
bourhbood. It had been submitted to Mr. Woodward, who had described it in 
the “ Geological Magazine”’ for last month. Mr. Woodward sald he might say 
that a similar fossil had been found in the Shropshire coal field. After stating 
that the Pennystone ironstone nodules of the Cualbrookdale coal field and the 
similar concretions of the Ludley, Manchester, and Glasgow coal flelds were 
celebrated for their fosssis, Mr. Woodward said he had been * favoured by re- 
eciving from Mr. E. Hollier, of Dudley,a series of nodules, one of which (clay 
frons'oue) contained a most beautiful inscct, with the upper or dorsal surface 
and the under and ventral aspect both shown. Turning to Dr. Buckland’s 
* Bridgewater Treatise,’ he identified the iusect with one on pl. 46, fig. 2, from 
the Pennystone ironstone of Coalbrookdale. Dr. Buckland proceeded to give a 
detailed account of the insect, whieh, from its imperfectly preserved state, had 
been mistaken for a curculio, and ultimately named it Curculioides Prestvicii. 
An examination of the perfect specimen sent by Mr. Hollier showed that the tn- 
sect was an Arachnide, and not a Colcopterus.’’ The name given to the new 
fosetl is Eophyrnus Prestvicit, There was no other business of importance, 
bat it was stated that some interesting papers were in course of preparation for 
the next monthly meeting. 





COLLIERY ACCIDENTS RELIEF FUND, 


A meeting has been held at Wigan—the Rector (the Hon. and Rev, 
G, T, O, BRIDGEMAN) in the chair—to consider the question of esta- 
blishing a permanent fund for the relief of distress caused by acci- 
dents of any nature occurring in the working of coal mines, The 
Chairman said the rules of the North Staffordshire Society had been 
drawn up with a great deal of care, and he thought they could not 
do better than take them as the basis of a scheme for South Lanca- 
shire, He suggested that a committee should be formed to report to 
a future meeting of that kind. 

Mr, P. H1Gson (Government Inspector) thought the first step should 
be to take the opinion of the meeting as to the desirability of form- 
ing a society such as was proposed. He thought it very desirable 
indeed, and should be glad to move the necessary resolution. —— Mr. 
EVANS seconded the proposition ; and it was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. HIGSON suggested that the next course would be to agree to 
the nomination of trustees, and stated that there would be available 
to a fund such as was proposed a portion of the surplus remaining 
of the Hartley explosion fund. He had stated at a previous meeting 
that to his district had been allotted 1800/., of which about 15002, 
would be available for South-West Lancashire and the remainder for 
North Wales. Three trustees were necessary; he had secured Sir 
Watkyn Wynn and Sir Robert Gerard, and at the meeting to which 
he referred the Mayor of Wigan for the time being was nominated 
as the third. 

Mr. R. DARLINGTON thought they should first appoint a committee 
to decide upon what basis the fund should be established, and allow 
the question as to the trustees to stand over. ——Mr,. HIGSON said it 
had been his intention also to suggest that in each district a com- 
mittee should be formed, and that these committees should prepare 
the rules and regulations for managing the fund.——The CHAIRMAN 
was of opinion that it would be better to form a general committee 
to consider the rules, and to leave the appointment of trustees to a 
general meeting. 

Mr, Peacé asked if it had not been understood at a previous meet- 
ing that the 1500/, allotted to South-West Lancashire should go to the 
funds that were being distributed by the Explosions Fund Committee? 
——Mr. HIGSON said it was speciaily mentioned that the sum should 
form part of a permanent fund. 

Mr. KNOWLES said he had always understood that the money was 
to be allotted to the district, provided that a permanent fund was 
founded and trustees were appointed,——Mr, DoRNING was afraid 


they would be putting the cart before the horse if they elected trustees 
before naming a committee. It was very important, he thought, that 
a committee should endeavour to ascertain the opinions of the men, 
and it would no doubt be desirable to have the men represented on 
the committee. Without the co-operation of the men they would be 
perfectly powerless ; and he thought there would be no difficulty in 
getting that co-operation, The masters, too, must band themselves 
together, and it might be necessary to pass a resolution that they 
would employ no men who would not join the society, but that was 
a matter which could be left to the committee. 

Mr. A, HEWLETT thought it would be premature to come to any 
resolution that day to set on foot the Permanent Relief Society. 
There were in existence already clubs in connection with nearly every 
colliery in the district. At the collieries of which he had the manage- 
ment (Wigan Coal and Iron Company) they had a fund of about 
40002, per annum, which was devoted, or should be devoted, to such 
objects as the society proposed would have in view. He was wishful 
that any funds set on foot should be considered purely a business 
matter; he wanted to lift the movement above the idea of charity 
entirely. (Hear, hear.) Let the masters and men each contribute 
a fair proportion, and then the men would feel that they had an ah. 
solute claim on the funds, Let them never again have to go to the 
public and appeal for sympathy; but when they did set about form- 
ing a permanent society, let it be with the understanding that the 
widows and children of the men who met with their deaths by acci- 
dents at collieries could claim absolutely, and would always have the 
fund to go to. At present the masters were placed in considerable 
difficulty with regard to establishing and carrying on funds of this 
kind, but he hoped a Mines Regulation Bill would be passed next 
year—(hear, hear) ; and he should be glad to see introduced into that 
measure a scheme for having certain contributions from the masters 
and the men, and placing the matter on a business-like footing. 

The CHAIRMAN read atelegram which the Mayor had received from 
Mr. Pickard, who said he was strongly in favour of a permanent fund, 
and would do all he could to forward the project. The rules of the 
North Staffordshire Society could, he thought, be well adapted, with 
slight alteration, to meet the case of South Lancashire ; and he was 
confident that any reasonable scheme would meet with the hearty co- 
operation of the miners, A letter was also read from Mr. Moubert, 
agent to Sir Robert Gerard, enclosing a cheque for 200/, as Sir Robert’s 
subscription to the Explosions Fund, and strongly advocating the 
formation of a permanent fund. As aninducement for the founda- 
tion of such a project, Sir Robert offered to contribute a yearly sum 
of 1002, during bls life, provided such a scheme could be placed ona 
safe footing as to management, security, and limits of operation. 

Mr. HEWLETT moved, “ That the following gentlemen be appointed 
a committee to report upon the whole question to a subsequent mect- 
ing :—The Rector of Wigan, Messrs, J. Evans, T. Knowles, F, Smith, 
G. Gilroy, W. Bryham, J. P. Fletcher, 8, Crowther, T, Whaley, W. 
Pickard, A. Hewlett, and W. M. Peace (hon. sec.), with power to add 
to their number,” Mr, Bryham seconded the proposition, and it was 
agreed to, 








IRON MINING IN SPAIN—THE TRIANO MINES. 


The progressive augmentation of the mineral carried by the rail- 
way belonging to the “ Deputacion Foral,” which is limited, not only 
to bringing mineral to load the vessels, but also as to the number 
of tons which the locomotives can draw, has been already referred 
to, and the Gaccta Industrial (whence this article is translated), in 
alluding to the subject, assumes the limit to be 500,000 tons, more 
than which cannot be economically brought by the railway, taking 
into consideratien the work to be done. It is contemplated to con- 
struct other lines for the carriage of mineral from the mines, and se- 
veral are spoken of, the three that are most likely of realisation being 
that of Mr. Holloway, that of Messrs, Aguirre and Ochandategin, and 
that of Messrs. Ybarraand Co. The first will begin from the mineral 
centre of Triano, and, passing by the Rigato, will stop at the junc- 
tion of the Cadagua with the Nervion, some six kilometres from the 
sea. The surveys are being made by the engineer, Mr. Marco Mar- 
tinez, well known as a correspondent of the Gaceta Industrial, Its 
length probably is from 8 to 10 kilometres. The second railway will 
begin at the same place, and will end near Portugalete, on the Ner- 
vion, about 1 kilometre from the last-named station. Its length is 
somewhat more thanthe former. Thesurveys are made by the com- 
petent engineer, Mr. Belsola, and it is believed that these surveys 
have extended up to Galdames, where rich mines exist, very little 
explored, in consequence of the great distance from the sea, and 





broken earth, &c. The third railway has already been surveyed by 
the distinguished railway engineer Senor Alzola, and which has 
nearly the same limits as that of Mr. Holloway. 

The consideration naturally suggests itself whether, if these rail- 
ways are realised, they will have sufficient to occupy them—that is 
to say, whether the mineral is sufficient, or whether the deposits may 
not be exhausted, or lose their good economical conditions, Four 
lines, which transport up to 2,000,000 tons per annum, will somewhat 
drain the most abundant mines, and will impoverish the ground in 
a little time, The deposits of Triano are good, but there is no doubt 
they will lose some of their worth with so abundant an exportation 
as that indicated. Hereis seen the convenience of having some line 
that would reach the Galdames, or any other point where the mineral 
abounds, besides whut may be taken from Triano. 

The question which we are indicating is that which would be the 
best way to improve the port of Bilboa, It will be useless to keep a 
large quantity of mineral on the banks of the Nervion if steamers 
cannot, in consequence of their size, cross the bar, the freight being 
very economical. Happily the river can be improved with facility, 
and so on up to the junction of Cadagua, but the bar has but little 
depth, and is very crooked in its course. We urge, then, the miners 
of Triano, as well as the merchants of Bilboa, to improve the port. 
It appears there is a project made by Mr, Alzola, before named, to 
lengthen the moles or piers, with which it is hoped to improve the 
bar, and so make it more useful during a number of years. The 
merchants of Bilboa (alive, and always zealous as to its prosperity) 
think of working for their own account, without appealing to the 
protection of the Government. Then larger vessels will be able to 
enter, and so facilitate the exportation of the mineral of Triano. 
It is not necessary at present to enlarge on the great interests which 
all te towns in the neighbourhood of the Nervion and Triano have 
in the exportation on such a large scale. Besides the sure profit 
| which the mineral itself will give, and from the vessels which carry 
it, this will bring a considerable population, which is in every case 
the best basis to secure the augmentation of riches, 

But we must not stop here judging prudently on the benefits of 
this exportation, The majority of the vessels come at present from 
England in ballast, and others bring coal at the freight of 30 reals 
per ton; this is a little more than half that which they want for 
carrying the mineral, Add to this the small amount payable for 
customary dues on coal, andit will be found that this article can be 
had at Bilboa at a low price, almost as low as that brought from the 
Asturias, Bilboa is, therefore, placed in a position to supply coal 
to another part of Spain, for which it will be necessary that the rail- 
way from Tudela to Bilboa shouldfestablish a depot, in order to have 
in its vicinity large oper..t ons, of which iron oreis the basis, Manu- 
factured iron plates, metal plates, bars, wire, &c., appears to be in 
great demand in Vizcaza, also metal for machinery, iron ships, and 
their innumerable requisites. Seeing the character of the Bilboa 





people, their ability, and love of work, the exemption from direct

, possible to doubt that Biiboa will soon be the Glasgow of Spain, and, 
| perhaps, the Sheffield. The exportation of iron ore to the French 
and English ports—wil! it always be like it is at present? Another 
way, will mineral always be sent, or will there be a time when pigs 
of first quality will be sent?) This is a very important question, as 
much so as the preceding ones, and which requires time for solution. 
The day when the English vessels bring coke cheaply it will only be 
natural that there will be established near the miuves various blast- 
| furnaces destined for the manufacture of pigs for exportation. 
It is said that one of the proposers of the railway mentioned at 
the beginning of this article thinks of building an establishment 
| of large blast-furnaces very near the mines, so that the wagons re-

have to be carried any distance before being put in the furnaces, 
This project appears very logical, and we hope it will turn out as wel] 
as can be reasonably expected. As much for the manufacture of pigs 
as for the iron workings before indicated great capital and a 
larity in the work is wanted, These are the principal difficulties to 
be surmounted, and already the co-operation has been indicated of 
large English firms, besides various firms of good standing in Bilboa

‘Thomas Martin Hawke, mine 
broker, sued Richard Holloway, solicitor, for 101., the difference on ten shares 
in Wheal Uny Mine. According to the plaintiff's statement the defendant agreed 
with him, on July 20, to have the shares at 101. 5s, per share, to be delivered at 
the next settling, which would be about the 28th or 29th of the month. A few 
days after he saw the defendant, and asked if he was then prepared to take up the 
stock, and the reply was that he was not in a position to do so that day, and 
asked plaintiff if he would carry on the shares until another settling. Plaintiff 
said he could not do so, and the result of a discussion was that defendant pro- 
mised to pay the difference—102, On going for the money, however, defendant 
sald he had changed his mind, and would take up the shares on the following 
Tuesday. Plaintiff replied, “It’s a mining business; it’s child's play,” and 
that he should hold Mr. Holloway good for 101. In cross-examination plaintiff 
sald he had no bona fide shares in Wheal Uny when he agreed to sell, but he 
should have been prepared to deliver ten at the time appointed. He was going 
to get them from a Mr. Hugo, who had agreed to sell them to him. Did not 
look to see if Mr. Hugo had any shares, and he might not have had any for all 
he knew. If Mr. Holloway had said, *‘ Here is your price,” he could not at that 
moment have delivered the shares, but he could have obtained them from Mr. 
Hugo in a few minutes. The Judgo— Supposing Mr. Hugo said, * You shan’t 
have them ?’’’—* I held Mr. Hugo good.”” Mr. Jenkins (solicitor to the defen 
dant)—“ What have you paid Mr. Hugo for the shares ?”—‘* Nothing.” “ Then 
what loss have you sustained ?”*—* I could have gained 101.’ ** You can’t say 
you have lost that sum ?’’—** No.” _** Well, how do you make up the 101. ?”’— 
“It is only a market operation.’’ The Judge,—“I[ have nothing to do with 
these operations. They may be good or bad, but when you come to enforce 
them in a court of law you must givesome reason forthem.”” Mr. Hugo, sbare- 
broker, was called, and said that the shares were sold to plalatiff conditionally 
on their being bought by Mr. Holloway. He had not transferred any shares to 
the plaintiff. The Judge remarked that the shares were never out of Mr. Hugo’s 
possession, and he did not see where Mr. Hawke bad lost anything. The plaine 
tiff.—** But then I should have gained by selling them ; that is of everyday occur- 
rence.” The Judge.—** Then the sooner it is ended the better. How mucl were 
you going to give Mr, Hugo for the shares ?"—“ 91. 5s. per.share.” The Judge. 
—« You lost the difference, the loss of a chance on anotherchance, [t won't do 
in a court of law. It may be the custom, but such a bargain cannot be enforced 
in a court of law.”” The plaintiff was, therefore, nonsulted. 


MoTIve-PowER ENGINES.—In carrying out the invention of Mr, 
H. J. KING, of Glasgow, a cylinder is employed with a piston having compara- 
\ively deep flanges, and with two inlets for steam, and two: u lets for exhaust 5 
but these inlets and outlets are nearer to the middle of the cylinder’s length 
than totheends, The piston flanges are formed with two ports, one on each 
side of the piston-body ; aud when the piston Is at one end of its stroke the port 
nearest that end is in a position to admit steam into the space within the flanges 
at that side of the piston. The expansion of the steam in this space forces the 
piston towards the other end, the steam being immediately cut off by the piston 
port passing away from the steam inlet. Ou the piston reaching the other end 
the other piston-port comes in its turn into a position for admitting steam to 
the space at the corresponding side of the piston, which forces the piston back, 
and is cut off in itsturn. As the piston reaches either end of its stroke the other 
edge of its flange uncovers one of the exhaust ports.
